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World’s Champion Seven-Day Milk Records 


NE of the most interesting tables of Holstein intor- 

mation ever published is the list of World’s Cham- 

pions for seven-day milk production presented here- 
with. This table shows in detail the progress of the 
breed during the past quarter of a century. Especially 
enlightening is a comparison of the records of the leaders 
in each class back in 1894 with the records which now 
stand at the top. Among those records back in the first 
year of official testing, that of Rosa Bonheur 5bth is out- 
standing. Her figures, which were made in February of 
1894, were 726.25 lbs. She was thus the first cow of the 
breed to make over 700 lbs. of milk in seven days under 
official supervision, 


championship passing down through Lilith Pauline De 
Kol, Katy Spofford Corona, K P Metis, Bess Pietertje Orms- 
by Mercedes to the present directed holder, Nena Newman 
Cornucopia with 778.2 lbs.

we find a senior 4- 

year-old record of 509.4 for Inka 4th’s Pietertje Rose, com- 
paring with Mildred Pietertje Abbekerk, with 856.9 Ibs. 
The junior four-year-old class which, by the way, has 
known but six World Champions in the twenty-five years, 
has progressed from Belle Sarcastic in 1894, with 548.5 
lbs. down through Lilith Pauline De Kol with 653.4, and 
others to the present record holder, Zarilda Clothilde 3d 
De Kol, with 817.4 lbs. In the senior three-year-old class 
we find the record has been more than doubled since the 
first champion Wietske’s Papoose, made her record of 
353.4 lbs. The present holder, Jewel Pontiac Segis, has 
a record of 768.8 lbs. In the junior three-year-old class, 
Mutual Friend 3d, with 409.4 lbs. held the championship 
for two years until displaced by Sadie Vale Concordia, the 





cow held the cham- 
pionship of her class longer than any other cow of the 
breed. Next to her, came Katy Spofford Corona, a junior 
three-year-old, and Alta Posch, a senior two-year-old, both 
of whom were rounding out their tenth year of cham- 
pionship honors when their records were surpassed. A 
most remarkable showing was also made by De Kol Paul 
Cornucopia whose figures as a senior three-year-old stood 
at the top nearly six years and whose senior two-year-old ~ 
record is now in its eighth year, still a World’s Champion- 
ship performance. This gives her a total for the two ages 
that no other cow of the breed can duplicate in this divi- 
sion. In the junior four-year-old class, Lilith Pauline De 
Kol held the record nearly seven years while other cham- 
pions with long terms of office were Lucy Nudine 2d, Belle 
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Sarcastic, and Winana Pietertje De Kol 2d, with five years 
each. 

No less than eight different cows and heifers have 
broken records in two different age classes, these includ- 
ing no less famous animals than Sadie Vale Concordia, 
Lilith Pauline De Kol, Aaggie Cornucopia Pauline, May 
Echo Sylvia, De Kol Paul Cornucopia, Winana Pietertje 
De Kol 2d and K P Metis. The eighth member of ‘this 
octette is Daphne Nudine, who was the first two-year-old 
of the breed to average over 60 lbs. of milk per day in 
seven-day test, her record being made as a senior two- 
year-old. In view of the size of present day two-year-old 
records, it is rather astonishing to note that the- first 
junior two-year-old record averaging over 60 lbs. milk per 
day did not appear until April 1906 although in July 1907

two-year-old to make over 600 Ibs. of milk, 
is the present record holder, Aaggie Nena 
Cornucopia. In the senior two-year-old class, 
an outstandimg record was made in 1901 by 
Alta Posch, a Canadian heifer, with 586.2 
lbs. milk, This record stood until 1910 
when the first 600-lb. two-year-old producer 
was brought forward in the senior two-year- 
old, Pauline Soldene De Kol 2d, 602.5 lbs. 
This heifer was quickly superceded by De 
Kol Paul Cornucopia whose figures of 679.8 
lbs. have stood from that date until the 
present. 

In the junior three-year-old class the ‘ 
first 700-lb. producer and the youngest 700- 
lb. cow at that time was Bess Pietertje 
Ormsby Mercedes 759.0 lbs., this record 
being made in April 1913. The first animal 
under full age to make better than 700 Ibs.

An inspection of the table from the stand. 
point of championship by states discloses the 
fact that New York has a commanding lead 
with thirty-four of the eighty animals listed 
Wisconsin comes second with nine champion- 
ship performers, New Jersey in third place 
with eight, Massachusetts fourth with seven 
Canada fifth with six, Ohio sixth with four, 
Washington and Michigan tied for seventh and 
eighth places with three each, California and 
Minnesota tied for ninth and tenth places 
with two each, and Indiana and South Caro- 
lina in eleventh and twelfth places with one 
each.

As will be shown by the table the first cow to produce 
above 800 lbs. of milk in seven days was De Kol Queen 
La Polka 2d, who in May 1910 made a record of 841.8 Ibs. 
This record stood until 1911, then we find another 800-lb.

And in the same year the first 900-lb. cow, Riverside Sadie 
De Kol Burke (902.1 lbs.) was developed. These figures 
stood until May Echo Sylvia, the present World’s Cham- 
pion, became the one and only 1000-lb. producer, with her 
figures of 1005.8 Ibs. 





ord was not entirely official, and while it was published 
in the Advanced Register, the fact is that it was not under 
entire official supervision, and should not take from Sadie 
Vale Concordia the honor of World’s Champion in 189 
with her record of 317.6 lbs., nor of the South Carolina 
heifer with her performance the following year. 

A study of the sires represented by two or more 
daughters in this table of World’s Champion producers 
reveals some interesting and rather surprising facts. We 
find there are but six sires in the entire breed represented 
by two or more daughters, and of these De Kol 2d’s Paul 
De Kol is outstanding with five different daughters, two 
of which were World’s Champions two different years. De 
Kol Burke comes second with three different daughters 
which include the first 900-Ib. cow, and the first 700-ID. © 
heifer. The other four sires have two daughters each, and 
their names are Paul De Kol, Pietertje Hengerveld’s Count 
De Kol, Homestead Jr. De Kol, and Aaggie Cornucopia

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The First 700-Lb. Cow 


Rosa Bonheur 5th not only enjoys 
the distinction of being the first cow 
to be officially tested under the pres- 
ent advanced registry system but she 
also has the honor of becoming the 
first 700-lb. cow of the breed. For 
twelve years her marvelous seven-day 
milk record was unapproached by 
any other cow of the breed and it was 
not until 1904 that she was forced to 
bow to De Kol Creamelle that raised 
Rosa Bonheur 5th’s record of 726.2 Ib. 
milk by over 56 lb. Her best butter 
production was made forty-five days 
after calving when she produced 25.- 
34 Ib. butter from 682 lb. milk. She 
was owned. by and developed at thé 
Michigan Agricultural College. 


The First 800-Lb. Cow 


Not only was De Kol Queen La 
Polka 2d the first cow of the breed 
to produce over 800 lb. milk in 7 days 
but she was also the first cow to thrice 
cross the 800-lb. mark In 1910 she 
reached the coveted goal by her pro- 
duction of 841.8 lb. milk and 35.38 but- 
ter. The next year she again made 
845.8 lb. milk and in 1914 crossed with 
808 lb. During five successive lacta- 
tion periods this remarkable cow pro- 
duced a total of 4300 Ib. milk or-an 
average of 716.8. lb. milk for the five 
years. She was developed by and 
made her records . the property of 
Clayton Sisson, Sherburne, N. Y. 


The First 900-Lb. Cow

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Building Permits 


T has come to our attention that there are a consider- 
] able number of Holstein men who were contemplating 

improvements on their dairy buildings this fall, who 
have refrained, from a feeling that such work was un- 
patriotic and was-being frowned upon by the War Indus- 
tries Board. There has also been a misapprehension re- 
garding the permits necessary in undertaking this work. 
The Government regulations on building and remodeling 
provide that the construction of new buildings to the ex- 
tent of $1,000 or repairs and remodeling of old buildings 
to the extent of $2500 are permitted on farms, without any 
red tape whatever. Where construction in excess of these 
amounts is required, a permit by the War Industries Board 
is necessary; but we understand that usually no objection 
is raised to necessary building or remodeling in excess of 
those amounts, and the permit is usually granted without 
delay. Any farm construction work that will increase the 
efficiency of the forces of production; that will mean 
greater accomplishment from less effort; which will mean 
more comfortable quarters for the dairy producers, can 
be counted upon to receive the enthusiastic support and 
help of the*Food Administration and the War Industries 
Board. 


Are You Taking Care of Your Machinery? 


S the shortage in farm labor grows more acute, 
A greater and greater dependence has to be placed on 

the use of mechanical devices. Enlarged use of 
tractors has enabled many farmers to cultivate acreages 
greater than usual even with the decreased supply of help. 
One piece of efficient machinery calls for another that 
will maintain the same standard all along the line. This 
has meant that many farmers have made heavy invest- 
ments in improved farm machinery during the past season. 
In order to protect this investment and at the same time 
have everything in good running order for still greater 
production next year, it is important that proper storage 
be provided. The man who leaves his binder under the 
tree and‘his hayrake in the fence corner where he finished 
using it, until it is time to use them again the next season 
is going to be confronted not only with a serious charge 
for depreciation of his investment but, what is just as im- 
portant right now, a considerable lowering of efficiency 
of operation. It is your patriotic duty as well as sound 
business on your part to take as good care of all your farm 
machinery as you do of that new automobile, and you know 
how much that is exposed to the elements when not in use, 
particularly during the first few months of its ownership 


Barley for Feed

Feed Regulations in Great Britian 


HE effect of war on agriculture in Great Britain is 

strikingly shown by regulations now in force affect. 

ing feeds and bedding. Among restrictions of unusua! 
interest are the following: 

The use of straw for bedding purposes is forbidden 
Oat straw in particular may be used only for feeding 
purposes. 

All persons owning horses entitled to limited supplies 
of hay, straw, chaff and cereal feeding stuffs, must keep 
records showing the number and class of horses, and full 
facts regarding source, kind and amount of feed used. 


The occupier of an agricultural holding, may not sel] ° 


or part with the possession of any horse, which is used, or 
capable of being used, for the cultivation of the holding 
except with the authority of a license. 

When it is realized that these orders are necessary 
war measures, the importance of voluntary feed conserva- 
tion in the United States is apparent. The U. S. Food 
Administration especially asks for elimination of all feed 
waste, and utilization of farm by-products to which little 
attention may have been paid in former years. During the 
year ending July 1, 1919, we must export 2,700,000 tons of 
feed grains (mostly army oats) overseas. This amount is 
750,000 tons more than last year and must come from our 
present supplies. 


Play Fair with Uncle Sam 


HEREVER the English tongue is spoken, people know 
Wit meaning of “sportsman.” “A fair field afd may 
the best man win” -is the supreme law of all our 
games and sports. And that law, observed as a matter of 
honor, on every baseball, football, cricket and lacrosse field, 
accounts in no small measure for the magnificent victories 
of the Allies on the western front. Our national sports 
have made us despise “quitting” and the “yellow streak.” 
The same code of honor holds with reference to Lib- 
erty Loan subscriptions.

RAISE HORSES OF BETTER 
QUALITY 


Large numbers of undesirable, me- 
diocre horses are being turned onto 
the market at present in all parts of 
the country in order to save feed, ac- 
cording to reports to the United States 
Department of Agriculture. As a con: 
sequence the market is glutted with 
commonplace animals of this descrip- 
tion to the extent that the prices paid 
are unusually low. The department 
urges farmers to raise horses of bet- 
ter breeding and quality. The sup- 
ply of desirable quality heavy draft 
horses or animals suitable for artil- 
lery or cavalry purposes is below the 
demand, while the prices of such ani- 
mals are correspondingly high. In view 
of both the domestic and foreign de- 
mand during and after the war for 
quality horses, farmers should begin 
now to stock up their barns with 
horseflesh of the desirable type. Un- 
der existing conditions feeding stuffs 
for work animals are extremely high 
in price. On this account it is impera- 
tive that the farmer should winter 
only work stock of the useful, most 
efficient, and valuable type. One heavy 
draft horse will perform the work of 
practically two undersized, inferior 
plugs, while such an animal can be 
fed at about the same cost for main- 
tenance as for one of the plugs. When 
the farmer desires to sell a heavy 


horse of quality and breeding he can 


always locate a ready market, whereas 
inferior animals ordinarily can be dis 
posed of only at a sacrifice.

quite reversed with regard to Dutchland Colantha 

Sir Inka. While most of us have realized for a 
number of years that here was one of the good sires 
of the breed, we feel safe in saying that only a small pro- 
portion of the Holstein public has been aware of the 
really outstanding work his daughters have been doing. 
For instance, if any representative audience were asked 
to select the sire having the highest average for his entire 
list of daughters, excluding those sires having less than 
fifty to consider, we doubt,if a single breeder would return 
the correct answer. Here in the World office we try to 
keep in close touch with the progress of the various sires, 
but we confess we would have gone wrong on this question, 
until we got busy recently with the adding machine and 
discovered that Dutchland Colantha Sir Inka, with his 
average of 23.45 lb. butter, 478.2 lb. milk for his entire list 
of 66 daughters, actually led the whole procession. And 
then going further, we discover that he has twenty daugh- 
ters that have completed full year records, the entire num- 
ber averaging 16,067.5 lb. milk, 688.91 lb. butter, at an 
average age of only 2 yr. 10 mo. When we take into con- 
sideration the tender age at which these records were made, 
with only one mature cow, she a 1000-lb. producer, and 
thirteen 2-year-olds, we find that no other sire of the breed 
with such a long list of daughters can equal this average 
for either butter or milk. 

Certainly this is an enviable showing—leadership for 
both milk and butter—and in both short-time and long-time 
test. It becomes all the more remarkable when the details 
are more carefully studied. In the first place, Dutch, as he 
is familiarly known, has never been given the sort of 
opportunity we have come to consider as a necessary fac- 
tor in leadership. The highest record cow among the dams 
of all of his A. R. O. daughters has only 27 lb. Further, 
the 30-lb. daughters, of which there are now thirteen, have 
been tested in four different herds, each of which made its 
first 30-lb. record on a Dutch daughter. His daughters have 
made their records from New Jersey to Nebraska, and 
apparently they make good wherever they are placed, and 
regardless of the quality of the dams. This is a factor that 
must not be overlooked in comparing the work of the 
daughters of Dutchland Colantha Sir Inka with the other 
leading sires. 

Particularly impressive was the work of these Dutch 
daughters last year. Twenty-two of them were tested for 
7 days, and of these two made over 35 lb.; seven crossed 
the 30-lb. mark; fourteen made better than 25 lb.; and all 
but one, a 2-year-old heifer, exceeded 20 Ib. The. twenty-two 
averaged well over 26 lb.

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The Outlook for Supervisors 


REEDERS who are contemplating official testing during the coming 
B season will be interested in the following communications regarding 

the supply of testers. It will be remembered that in the World a 
few weeks ago appeared a letter from Superintendent Gardner urging 
complete cooperation with the authorities on the part of breeders who 
were planning on making records this season. If the probable require- 
ments are stated far enough in advance it seems to be felt by those who 
are in a position to know that a sufficient supply of supervisors can be 
secured. The men who have been doing this work for the past year 
being mostly young men just out of college, it is undoubtedly the case that 
an unusually large proportion of them are now in army service. Explain- 
ing the situation Prof. Wing of Cornell University, Ithaca, N. Y., writes: 


“The present prospects are that I shall be able to furnish supervisors 
fairly regularly especially to those who apply for dates well in advance. 
I am expecting to use all available material for this work and shall use 
girls and women as fast as competent ones apply for the work. We have 
been obliged to revise our schedule of rates largely because of the in- 
creased cost of railroad transportation.” This-new schedule which applies 
for the coming season appeared in the October 26 issue of the World. 


Professor C. H. Eckles of University of Missouri who is soon to take 
charge at the University of Minnesota writes that thus far they have been * 
able to meet practically all the demands for supervisors of tests. Con- 
cerning the situation Prof. Eckles writes:

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CALIFORNIA REMINISCENCES 
orld: 

Sa vent cover illustration on the 
August 31 number calls to mind a 
most delightful experience. It was in 
May 1901 that the first A. R. O. tests 
were conducted in California and I 
am the fellow who supervised them. 
In August 1900 I came from Cornell 
University to California to introduce 
a dairy department into the State Uni- 
yersity. There were few black and 
whites here in those days and the 
the different herds could almost be 
counted on the fingers of one hand. 
Under the guidance of Professor Wing 
I had supervised tests in the then 
leading herds in New York and knew 
the value of official testing. According- 
ly, one of my early ventures was to 
announce that the California Station 
would conduct tests of registered 
cattle. The first response came from 
the Stanford Ranch at Vina, Tehama 
County of which Mr. T. H. Ramsay was 
then manager. Several cows were put 
on test but all except one were soon 
eliminated because only this one was 
making advanced registry require- 
ments. It is apparent that the super- 
visor must have had an easy time and 
I assure you that he made the nrost 
of it. The activities of a general 
ranch of 25,000 acres are numerous 
and varied. I was in time to see the 
clipping of 15,000 sheep just before 
they were sent out on their summer 
mountain range. On the back of Mr. 
Ramsay’s best saddle horse I assisted 
at a rodeo and had not the horse 
known more than his tenderfoot rider 
I would have emerged with a broken 
neck. The steers were mighty live- 
ly but the horse was quick enough for 
them if the rider permitted. 

The Holstein cows were magnificent 
animals—of that strong, rugged, deep 
bellied type that I have always ad- 
mired. I forget the name of the cow 
I tested but I possess a vivid mental 
picture of her. Many a time I wished 
that those cows could have had the 
handling which was then given by T. 
G. Yeomans and Henry Stevens & 
Sons. In later years the Stanford herd 
did make good records and doubtless 
they were by offspring of those grand 
old foundation cows.

STATE CROPS BELOW AVERAGE 





Big Acreage of Wheat Planted in New 
York Greatly Reduced by Winter 
Killing—All Crops Below 
Average. 

This season the farmers of the 
state have made every effort to in- 
crease production but the weather has 
been against them, says the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture. A huge acreage 
of wheat was planted in the fall, but 
the percentage killed during the win- 
ter and spring was almost the great- 
est on record, the Federal Crop Re- 
port shows. The cold winter also 
damaged a great deal of grass and al- 
lfalfa, and reduced the fruit crops, 
particularly cherries, peaches and 
grapes. 

May was generally favorable, but 
June was too cold for most crops and 
corn and beans in particular have been 
making unsatisfactory growth. On 
top of these troubles, it now develops 
that the hay is much lighter than was 
expected and will be a million tons

secure a douche can and smooth n 
collapsible rubber tube (preferably ¢ 
horse stomach tube) about 4% inch 
diameter. A douche may be made } 
attaching a faucet to the side of a pal 
near the bottom or to the bottom of 
the pail. The rubber tubing should be 
attached to the faucet. The pail ma 
be raised to the desired height br 
means of a rope and pulley fastened to 
the ceiling. The cow’s genitals should 
be rinsed off with an antiseptic sol. 
tion (such as lysol or compound crego} 
solution) and then the hose should be 
inserted into the birth canal and down 
into the womb. About a gallon of the 
solution may be allowed to run into 
the cavity. 

“Daily irrigations of the womb and 
vagina should be kept up for a week 
or ten days, when the cow should be 
syringed two or three times a week 
for another week or two. When pro- 
perly treated, the discharge usually 
stops in two or three weeks, but the 
cow should be syringed once weekly 
until she is bred. She should not be 
bred for three months after abortion, 
as it takes about ten weeks to proper- 
ly treat an aborter. Neglect in pro- 
perly cleaning a cow is apt to result 
in sterility, or at least it will be very 
difficult to get her in calf. Cows bred 
before the discharge has stopped are 
not likely to “catch,” and, if they do 
conceive, abortion is apt to reoccur in 
a short time. 

Disinfecting the Bull 

“To prevent the bull from carrying 
infection, the sheath should be disin- 
fected before and after each service 
with about a quart of a 2 per cent solu: 
tion of lysol or creolin. This may be 
done with a douche can, injection 
pump, or a large syringe. The rubber 
tube or nozzle of the syringe should be 
inserted into the end of the sheath, 
which should be held firmly to the noz 
zle or rubber tube so that the disin: 
fectant may be forced up into the

" Various agents and means have 

een recommended from time to time 
as specifics for the treatment of abor- 
tion. For preventing abortion that is 
Imminent no drug seems to be of any 
avail. As a cure for abortion, carbolic 
acid has been recommended for fifty 
years, to be given both subcutaneously 
and in the feed. However, this remedy 
has been given up as unsatisfactory 
by many who have tried it. Recently 
methylene blue has been hailed as the 
specific cure, but in many herds where 
it has been tried it has been discon- 
tinued because it was found ineffec. 
tive. There seems to be no evidence 
that methylene blue or carbolic acid 
reaches the uterus where the infection 
is operating. 

“Some dairymen practice selling 
aborting cows, thinking thereby they 
can rid their herds of the disease. 
The fallacy of this reasoning is shown 
by the fact that new cows and heifers 
taken into the herd will abort. Ifa 
cow is not a good producer and be- 
comes unprofitable after aborting, she 
should be sold for economic reasons, 
not as a dairy animal, but to be slaugh- 
tered. The practice of selling abort- 
ing cows for breeding purposes, there- 
by spreading the disease, is to be vig- 
orously condemned. Good cows which 
have aborted should be retained, treat- 
ed and again bred.”
